climb in time deposits and sav- 
ings accounts that has made 
this business upswing different 
from most others has slowed 
down. And so has the rise in in- 
terest rates paid for savings. 
Bankers think that the high 


yields to be had now on various 
short-term 
investments hero, 


and even higher returns abroad, 
may mark 
a .leveling off or 


softening of interest to be paid 
savers. 


Also tending to have the same 


result is the easing in the mort- 
gage markets. Investment fund 
supplies are exceeding demand 
for new mortgages in many re- 
gions. As mortgage 
charges 


have eased a bit, so has the rate 
Which the lending institutions 
can pay for savings that form 
the pool from which the money 
or mortgages comes. 


This may be one of the rea- 


sons many bankers have been 
urging the Federal 
Reserve 


Board to modify the easy money 
policies followed with little vari- 
ation through most of the pres-

Previously, such forms of sav- 


ings rose rapidly during reces- 
sions and then tapered off dur 
ing 
the expansions that fol 


lowed. In the 1953-54 recession, 
time deposits grew at an annual 
rate of 10 per cent, but dropped 
to a 6 per cent increase in the 
following upswing. In the 1957-58 
slump the growth rate of bank 
deposits was 15 per cent at an 
annual rate, with a drop to 5 per 
cent when times turned good 
again. 


In the last recession, 1960-61, 


the annual growth rate of time 
deposits was 15 per cent. But 
when business turned upward in 
1961, time deposits continued to 
grow at an annual rate of 14 per 
cent until mid-1963. 


This year there has been a 


slackening, Commercial banks 
are now reporting gains in time 
deposits at a 7 per cent annual 
rate. The St. Louis bank thinks 
one cause is higher rates paid 
by mutual savings banks and 
other savings institutions. And 
of late, money market rates, 
especially abroad, have firmed.

The deportation, which began 


last March, has sent shock 
waves through the estimated 50,- 
000 Turkish citizens of Greek 
descent residing in the greater 
Istanbul area. 


They fear some kind of repri-

Turkish government denies this, 
saying that as Turkish citizens 
they enjoy full citizenship rights 
and protection under the consti- 
tution.

The Turkish government d«- 


nies that the Cyprus conflict has 
any direct connection with the 
evacuation orders. The expelled 
Greeks have been engaging in 


activities detrimental to nation 
al interests, the Turks charge. 


Greek officials laugh at this. 


Sources close to the Greek con- 
sulate say the first lists of 409 
included nine persons over 8 
years old, 92 over 70 and five 
deceased. 


The Greek national usually 


has a week to settle his affairs 
and depart. Me is permitted to 
take his clothing, 200 Turkish 
lira—about $22—plus his trans- 
portation ticket.

The final 
communique was so vague that

The government heads were 


so shielded from newsmen and 
conference 
sources

meager with real information 
that it was impossible to deter- 
mine how deep the discussions 
went. 


But the rejection of Tshombe 


was tmmiatakeable. Prodded by 
President Kwame Nkrumah 6f 
Ghana and President Ahmed 
Ben 
Bella 
of Algeria, the 


preparatory Session of foreig 
ministers declared the Congo- 
lese premier's presence was un- 
desirable. Congolese President 
Joseph Kdsavubu boycotted the 
conference in retaliation, 


The Congo is the seat of thfi 


revolutionary Angdlart 
govern 


menMn-efcile headed by HOI 
Roberto. It is a staging ground 
for guerillas who have infiltra- 
ted northern Angola, the Con- 
go's southern neighbor, 


Whatever Tshombe did as 


leader of the Katanga secession, 
he has become one of the Con- 
go's authentic leaders, and will 
nave to be reckoned with. 


The Congo is the most strate- 


gically placed nation in Africa 
for any m£ve against Angola, 
and the Congo does not win 
much by alienating its neighbor. 


Only about half of Katanga's 


rich copper 
exports can be 


shipped abroad over the Congo's 
own transportation system. The 
rest must move through Angola 
and Mozambique. 


Tshombe and Kasavubu can- 


not be enchanted by the idea of 
cutting out these export chan- 
nels for a group of African lead 
ers who humiliated them. 


If the Congo ever succeeds in 


quieting 
its 
spear-throwing 


tribes and bringing a degree of 
sophistication to its belligerent 
politicians, it will become one of 
th etwo or three richest states in 
Africa. It will not have to sub- 


mit to the inervenio;i in its pd- 
liicat lite to which it has been 
subjected in the pas, 


The fact that Jloberfo is (urfl 


ing to Moscow, Prague and Pek« 
ing in search of money and WM* 
pons may also have a sobering 
effect on the Congolese and oth- 
er Africans.
